Iii. Our Threefold Response 


to Their Watching Eyes 
Why do the faithful ones men- 


tioned in Hebrews 11 watch us? 
Is it to criticize? No, certainly 
not. They have put one reason, 
and that is to encourage us and 
to cheer us on to victory. 


And now, notice our text which 
tells us what to do in order to run 
a successful race and wage a suc- 
cessful battle. 


1. Let us lay aside every weight 
and every sin. Nine out of ten 
Christian people fail to be victor- 
ious because of the weights and 
sin of the world. They are carry- 
ing sinful weights and worldly 
burdens. They have formed en- 
tangling alliances with the enemy. 
They belong to organizations 
which are a constant hindrance 
{to their best spiritual interests. 
They need to take the sharp 
knife of separation and cut them- 
selves loose from all of the Devil’s 
entahglements. The watchers in 


the gallery of Heaven will never 
see a victorious life on your part 
if you do not lay aside every 
weight and sin. ~ Face the issue 
squarely. What is it that is so 
hindering you? _ Be honest with 
God, and have the courage to 
drop out of sidvrandl organization or 
situation. 


2. Let us run with patience the 
race that is set before us. The 
Christian life is not resting—it is 
racing. We are not campers— 
we are journeying on. We are 
not simply to sing, “Oh, land of 
rest, for thee I sigh,” but we are 
to complete the song which says, 
‘We'll work ’till Jesus comes.”’ 
All Christians are participants in 
this race, but how poorly do many 
cf them run! 

Begin now to seek a place of 
service. Commit yourself to a 
life of activity for Christ. This is 
surely the will of God and the 
way to happiness. 

3. Let us look unto Jesus. 
“Looking unto Jesus, the author 
end finisher of our faith.” Every 
eye in Heaven is fixed on the 
precious Lamb of God. The 
watchers in the gallery are ever 
looking to Him. They encourage 
ng to do likewise 


Go we look to the things of this 
world to help us in the race of 
life. Instead of friends we find 
enemies of righteousness. The 
arena of life is full of destructive 
foes, but there is One who can 
help us, even Christ. When we 
are weak, He is strong. If we 
will but look unto Him, we can 
he overcomers. He pours His 
power into us. 

Christ is our inspiration. There 
are times when discouragement 
lays hald upon us. -Some men 
have fought temptations until they 
are weary of fighting. They be- 
come discouraged and almost suc- 
cumb to the tempter. But if they 
will look to Jesus, He will inspire 
them to keep on _ fighting and 
never lose heart. 

Look unto Jesus now, dear 
friend. He knows your need and 
vill surely come to your aid. He 
does not force Himself upon any- 
one. Your coming to Him must 
he voluntary. His strength and 
inspiring presence will not be forc- 
ed upon you, but the very minute 
that you recognize your need and 
'ook unto Him, He will help you. 
Impetuous Simon Peter desired to 
walk upon the water. As long as 
he ‘looked unto Jesus, he’ stayed 
on top; but when he saw the 
winds and the waves. dashing 
high, he began to sink. Then he 
cried, “Lord, save me.” Christ 
might well have turned His back 
upon Peter. He could have said, 
‘Simon Peter, it was your own 
request to walk upon the water. 
If you refuse to look unto me, 
then I will let you sink.” But 
our Christ is ever ready to hear 
the cry of needy ones. When in 
sincerity we look to Him and cry 
for help, He is ready to give it. 

Yes, Christ is our inspiration in 
sorrow, in heartache, in failure, 
in times of discouragement. If 
we but loo6k unto Him, He will 
help us.

You 
say, “I don’t care for’ Brother 
Fuller.” Then listen to Walter 
Maier. You say, .“I don’t like 
Walter Maier.” All right. Listen 
to Percy Crawford. You are with- 
out excuse. You can get faithful 
Gospel preaching jf you want it 
and, if you get it, the Spirit of 
God will speak to you., We ought 
to thank God that we are living 
in a land where we can hear the 
truth if we want it. 

Years ago an old Chinese lay 
dying. Turning to his son he said, 
“Go to my dresser, open the top 
urawer, and there you will find a 
Scrap of paper. Bring it to me.” 
Then, paper in hand, he sadly said, 
“Son, our gods have always been 
gods of fear and I have never 
known, peace. Years ago in the 
market place I found this scrap of 
paper. It says, ‘For God so loved 
the world that He gave... .’; then 
the rest of the paper was torn off. 
Son, 
us, He must have loved us; but I 
never found out what it was that 
God gave. I ask you to never 
give up until you find out what 
it was that God gave.” 

I thank God with every drop of 
blood in me that we live in the 
land of the open Bible where men 
can know that God gave His Son. 
And, my friends, it doesn’t take 
If the preacher

preaches. God will use a faithful 
witness even when ‘he is unaware 
of it.

them-—but I can remember faces, 
and I do not remember you.” 

With a peculiar grin on his face 
he said, “Well, you ought to. You 


preached to me five hours 
once.”’ 
I said, “What! You're crazy. 


You are mixing me with some- 
body else.” 

“No,” he said, “I’m not. You 
preached to me all the way from 
Seattle to Wenatchee.” 

I did not get the fellow to whom 
I was speaking. But the Spirit 
of God stepped in and brought the 
Word of God home to somebody 
else. The Spirit of God, my friends, 
reproves through faithful gospel 
preachers. 

In the second place, He reproves 
through divine providences. Years 
ago in England a house was burn- 
ing. It 4e-tets of fun to watch a 
building burn if it is not your 
building, and everybody was there 
watching the thing go up in 
emoke. 

Suddenly a farm hand took a 
look at the building and cried out, 
“My God!” The firemen reached 
for him, but he slipped through 
their grasp. Another man ran at 
his side. What he had seen was 
the white face of a little five-year- 
old boy in a second-story window. 
He stood on the ground. The 
other man jumped to his hips and 
then to his shoulders. He took 
his fist and ,smashed open the 
glass. Then he pulled out the 
little boy. That little boy was 
John Wesley. — 

Years later, when John Wesley 
was shaking England for Christ, 
he said that away back when he 
was rescued from the fire, he knew 
that God had His hand upon him. 
He said, “I have always felt that 
I was plucked as a brand from 
the burning. I made up my mind 
away back there that some day I 
was going to live for God.” 

Yes, God reproves through di- 
vine providences. One day, while 
driving, I came to two sailors who 
were hitchhiking and picked them 
up. In thanking me for stopping, 
one of them cut loose with a 
stream of profanity. I _ said, 
“Listen, Sailor, don’t talk like that 
in this car. I’m a minister of the 
gospel and don’t appreciate it.” 
The other fellow, who hadn’t 
uttered a word, but was apparent- 
ly so used to cursing that he 
couldn’t keep things clear in his 
mind, said, “Preacher, I didn’t 
mean a thing I said either.” 

I was striving to keep a straight 
face when the first fellow said, 
“Preacher, I believe in God. I 
didn’t use to, but listen. I’ve just 
come from the South Pacific. I 
stood one day on the quarter deck 
of my ship while the Japs sent 
their bombers over. Those bomb 
bays opened up ‘way up in the 
air and I stood there, petrified, 
watching those things like tear- 
drops, getting bigger and bigger 
until they looked as if they were 
going to land on top of me. Then 
they sent their torpedo planes 
on the port and the starboard and 
those tin fish came slicing through 
the waters. I felt sure we were 
going to be blown into kingdom 
come and suddenly I found myself 


praying. Preacher, I knew there 
was a God!” 

You bet your boots he knew! 
Given the right opportunity, the 
knowledge of the existence of: God 
bursts upon the soul with the force 
of a revelation. In the hour of 
death you will not need a minister 
to prove to you that there is a 
God. 


He reproves through divine 
providences, and what of you? So 
many sicknesses, so many acci- 
dents, so many escapes, so many 
warnings. What more will it 
take? 

in the third place, God Almighty 
reproves through our consciences. 
Proverbs 8:4: “Unto you, O men, 
I call; and my voice is to the sons 
of men.” Conscience exerts a 
lordship over all of us that we can 
neither ignore nor deny. Its re- 
wards are among our greatest 
blessings and its punishments the 
most terrible that a human soul 
can endure. If we seek to evade 
its mandates, the power that has 
ceased to move us retreats to ob- 
serve us and there is no escape. 
When we have done wrong some- 
thing keeps shouting that fact to 
our innermost being. It was wrong 
and yet we wanted to do it-and did 
it. Why then call it wrong? We 
can’t rationalize our way out. We 
are so constituted that in any con- 
flict between our moral nature and 
our intellectual nature our moral 
nature is the stronger. Since in 
our hearts we know it was wrong, 
we recognize that there is a law 
higher than we are and, since 
there is that law, there must of 
necessity be a Lawgiver. Every 
honest heart knows that someday 
it must answer not to self, nor 
to society, but to that Lawgiver. 
God speaks and His voice is to the 
sons of men. 

While I was preaching in Van- 
couver, Canada a man came into 
a little fishing village to the north 
and surrendered himself to the 
Roya] Canadian Mounted Police 
for a murder committed eighteen 
years before. They had had no 
clue of any kind and asked him 
why he now confessed after having 
covered up so successfully for 


eighteen years. He replied, “I 
couldn’t sleep. Every footfall 
scared me. I had within me the 


feeling that sometime, somewhere, 
I was going to have to pay for 
my crime.” 

There is a fourth way that God 
reproves, a grim and terrible way. 
When everything else has failed, 
He sometimes uses death. 

Dr. Wilbur Chapman told of a 
man who was seeking to get rich. 
Finally he owned four buildings in 
the city. Then he took to drink- 
ing and gambling. He lost all his 
buildings but refused to hear God’s 
voice. Then his little six-year-old 
boy became ill and died in two 
days’ time. Calling his father to 
his bedside, the little fellow said, 
“Daddy, I’m going to die. I'm 
going to Heaven. I want you to 
make me a promise.” 

‘‘What is it, son?” 

“Daddy, I want you to promise 
that when I’m gone you'll quit 
drinking and be good to Mama.” 

The father promised him that. 

Then the little fellow said, 
“Daddy, I want you to make me

Again and again when they 
cannot get the old sheep to follow 
any other way, they pick up the 
little lamb in their arms and go 
on ahead. Then the old sheep 
hag sense enough to follow. 

The Rash Practice 

It is a blessed fact that God 
speaks in so many ways, ‘but the 
tragic reality is that men do not 
want to hear His voice. They 
harden their hearts against Him. 
We see them tremble and yet not 
repent. They grip the pews, yet 
they yield not. They weep, but 
they will not give their hearts to 
Jesus. And the more often the 
reproof the more intense and wil- 
ful becomes the rebellion. 

I had just concluded the-funeral 
of a twelve-year-old girl and was 
leaving the cemetery. The Lord 
had been speaking in a marked 
manner and most of the people 
were in tears. As I stepped to 
my car I passed a man who was 
blaspheming horribly and saw, to 
my consternation, that it was the 
father of the little girl who had 
died. He was seeking to drown 
God’s voice so he could go on 
living his selfish life. 

The Ruinous Consequence 

That brings us the ruinous con- 
sequence and let me read it in the 
original: “He that being often 
reproved, hardeneth his neck, shall 
suddenly be cut off, and no heal- 
ing!’”’ The picture is one of God’s 
delivering a death stroke. And 
when God delivers a death stroke, 
who can heal? 

One of our Baptists tells us this 
story: 

Just before this last war broke 
out, in Russia three members of 
the communist party were stand- 
ing on a street corner having a 
glorious time. One fellow raised 
his fist toward Heaven and said, 
“If there ig a God in Heaven, I 
dare Him to strike me dead this 
afternoon.” There was applause 
throughout the crowd. 

As soon as he had finished, an- 
other fellow jumped to his feet. 
He ended his speech by saying, “If 
there be a God in Heaven, let Him 
this day make me a cripple for 
life.’ The crowd roared and 
applauded. 

They started on their way to a 
train. Suddenly the first speaker 
stopped stock-still. He stood there 
trembling. He began to gasp and 
grabbed hold of his throat, and 
then down he went into the street 
in some strange sort of fit. In 
one minute’s time his soul had 
departed and there was nothing 
left but a corpse there in the 
street. 

The second fellow, the one who 
had challenged God to make a 
cripple of him, stood there with his 
face white as he looked down at 
the man who had challenged God 
to strike him dead. Finally he 
took out his wrist watch, looked 
at it, turned to his companions and 
said, ‘“‘Take care of this! I’ve gotta 
catch my train.”

Today 
we have a tremendous wave of 
juvenile delinquency, and some 
people wonder why! It is because 
the grown-ups in the nation have 
gotten away from God, and the 
children are on the way down te 
Hell. It’s a tragic thing. Oh, it 
isnt God's fault! Don’t blame 
God: When parents sin, the chil- 
dren suffer. It is pitiful to see a 
chil. suffering because of a 
drunken father, or to see a wife 
suffer because of a drunken hus- 
band.

All 
of us are justly proud of our great 
nation. 

Recently I stood with a Latvian 
friend of mine on the fifth floor 
of the San Carlos Hotel in Pensa- 
cola, Florida. As we looked from 


the radio station out over that 
beautiful city below, my friend 
exclaimed, shaking his - head, 


“Many of the people in Europe 
can't even imagine that there is 
any such land as this! Just look 
at the beauty of this city! Just 
look! The people are well clothed, 
well fed. Have all the food they 
want, all the clothing they want 
to buy. Automobiles! Luxury 
everywhere. No policeman = on 
your trail to watch you constant- 
ty. Freedom! Oh, how God has 
biessed America!” 

My heart bled within me as I 
thought, Yes, God has _ blessed 
America and has brought her to 
be the leading nation of the en- 
tire world.. But America is going 
downhill! Moral and spiritual de- 
generation! The foundations 
crumbling beneath us! And God's 
judgment is inevitable! 

May all of us learn this lesson 
from the Word of God, that when 
a land departs from the Lord, the 
Lord must punish that land. And 
America is in sin, departing from 
the Lord. 

The Lesson From History 

History teaches the same 
truth. After the First World War 
there came a great change in 
America. I remember it from 
reading and from my own obser- 
vation. There was great sin, but 
there was no repentance. God 
had sent that great war because 
of the sins of America, for God 
says that war is one of His four 
sore judgments. But America did 
not repent of Sin! As God says in 
Amos 4, “Ye repented not to give 
me glory.” There wasn’t any 
turning back to God, no revival 
after World War One. Rather, 
there was an increase of sin. Dur- 
ing the war days, prayer for our 
mation had been made; still the 
nation as a whole did not pray 
and seek the Lord and bow the 
knee on these national days of 
prayer, asking the Lord to give 
victory. 

So the result was what? World 
War Number Two, on-a far great- 
er scale. God sent punishment to 
get us to repent, but when we 
didn’t He sent a greater punish- 
ment. The Second War was far 
bloodier than any preceding war 
in all the history of mankind. God 
sent World War Two and we still 
haven't repented. There is no evi- 
dence now of our nation turning 
back to God. So we are in for 
a greater punishment ahead. We 
are living through recurring crises 
from one day to the next. Fear 
is gripping our national leaders. 
While we are going through a 
“cold war’’—which may become a 
shooting war at any moment—we 
are feverishly preparing for an- 
other war. , 

Why are we in this desperate 
situation? God says it is because 
we have turned away from Him! 
We have-let iniquity and_ sin 
abound in our land. I am making 
@ prediction from the Word of 
God—not because I am a prophet, 
but because I read and study this 
Bible and I know what the prom- 
ise of God is in His holy Word— 
my prediction is that horrors of 
which we have never dreamed are 
coming upon our nation if we do 
not» humbly repent and cry to God 
for a great, national revival! God 
plainly says that He ,sends wars 
and crises and troubles upon a 
land with increasing intensity, 
trying to get us to repent, but if 
we do not, there will be greater 
judgment. Two wars have passed 
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without repentance, and I say, 
America is going downhill! 

It has always been true in his- 
tory that when a nation became 


mighty, it became corrupt and des-, 
perately sinful, and then God per- 
mits her to be conquered by her 
enemies, 

You remember Rome—powerful, 
luxurious Rome. People in those 
days thought that Rome could 
never be conquered. Where is the 
Roman Empire today? Defeated! 


Why? Because she became lux- 
urious; she became corrupt and 
sinful; she became wealthy; in- 


iquity abounded. Read the his- 
tory of Rome and learn of the 
horrible sin that abounded. 

Read about Assyria, once the 
leading nation of the world, and 
how she was destroyed. 

Read about Egypt, that mighty 
civilization on the Nile river who 
thought she would never be de- 
stroyed. But she was destroyed! 

Read about France, once in a 
position of rulership. God has re- 
duced her to a weakened, base na- 
tion because of her terrible iniq- 
uity and corruption. 


Friends, read for yourself about 
the toppling and collapse of na- 
tions in past history. Read how 
when they were elevated to pow- 
er and opportunity, luxury and 
blessings, they turned from God 
and corrupted themselves. And 
then read how judgment followed. 


America Today: Liquor 

“What does God have against 
America?” you may ask. “Why 
do you say America is going 
downhill?” The answer is that 
there seems to be nothing wrong 
any more. There is all manner of 
>in, but people are not sin- 
conscious. The good and the bad 
ave merged until nothing seems 
to be wrong.

The 
whole world looked on as a young 
woman, a Hollywood star, traveled

lion until Britain condemned it.

The American Unitarian Associ- 
atian, 25 Beacon Street, Boston, 
Massachusetts, puts out a booklet 
of twenty pages on The Relation 
of the Liberal Churches and the 
Fraternal Orders. It was written 
by Elijah Alfred Coil. He was a 
minister of the First Unitarian 
Society (sometimes called church), 
at Marietta, Ohio, until his death. 
He was also Master of the Masonic 
Lodge at Marietta, Ohio. In this 
tract this Unitarian infidel who 
denieS the deity of Christ, as all 
Unitarians do; denies the blood 
atonement, the need for regenera- 
tion, has the following to say on 
pages 10 and 11: 

“Nearly all of those monitors 
(monitors of the lodges, he means 
—J.R.R.) have, as their very heart, 
the fatherhood of God, the brother- 
hood of man, immortality, and 
salvation by character, principles 
very familiar to every Unitarian 
Sunday School scholar who has 
been properly taught the funda- 
mentals of our faith. 

“That the fundamental differ- 
ence in the principles embodied in 
the historic creeds of Christendom 
and those of our modern secret 
orders has not been clearly thought 
out is indicated by the fact that 
many pledge themselves to both. 
There are lodge men who, in 
the churches, subscribe to the doc- 
trine that ‘we are accounted 
righteous before God only for the 
merit of our Lord and Saviour, Je- 
rus Christ, by faith and not for our 
own works or deservings,’ and 
enthusiastically join in the sing- 
ing of hymns in which that idea 
is embodied. Then in their lodge 
meetings they just as . enthusi- 
astically assent to the following 
deciaration: ‘Although our 
thoughts, words and actions may 
be hidden from the eyes of men, 
yet that All-Seeing Eye whom 
the sun, moon and stars obey, and 
under whose watchful care even 
comets perform their stupendous 
revolutions, pervades the inmost 
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recesses of the human heart, and} 


will reward us according to our 
merits.’ <A little child, once its 
attentions is called to the matter, 
ought to be able to see that it is 
impossible to harmonize the creed 
statement here quoted, with the 
declaration taken from the monitor 
of one of our greatest and most 
effective secret orders, and found, 
in substance, in the liturgies of 
nearly all the others. If ‘we are 
accounted righteous before God 
only for the merit of our Lord and 
Saviour, Jesus Christ, by faith and 
not for our own works or deserv- 
ings,’ then it cannot possibly be 
true that the All-Seeing-Eye ‘per- 
wades the inmost recesses of the 
human heart, and will reward us 
according to our merits.’ One of 
these declarations excludes’ the 
other. Men cannot consistently 
subscribe to both.” 

That booklet would be an eye- 
opener to you, Brother Yost, and 
I wish you would write and get 
a copy for yourself. The doctrine 
of modernism and the. doctrine of

3. You say that the lodge 
“points men to the Great Light

Among the Mohammedans it is the 
Koran. Among the Hindus it is 
the Veddas. Many Christian mini- 
sters have been rebuked for pray- 
ing in the name of Jesus Christ as 


the Son of God. One of the best. 


‘known and most useful Christian 
leaders in the world today told me 
that he himself was rebuked in the 
lodge of which he was a member 
for praying in the name of Jesus 
Christ as Saviour. 


Christians Ought Not to Yoke 


Up With Unbelievers 
4 Let me remind you, dear 
brother; that the Bible expressly 


forbids Christians to yoke up with 


unbelievers. One who takes the 


bloody oaths of the lodge, binding 


himself to favor lodge members 
above others, to keep their secrets 
from all, to help them in any 
trouble (murder and treason ex- 
cepted in degrees below the Royal 
Arch, I believe), certainly does 
yoke up with all the Masons who 
are not converted. I know that 
multitudes of them do not believe 
that Christ is the Son of God, and 
many others have never trusted 
Him as Saviour. It is a sin for 


any Christian to tie himself up 
with such unbelievers. Second 
Corinthians 6:14-18 says: 


“Be ye not unequally yoked to- 
gether with unbelievers: for what 
fellowship hath righteousness with 
unrighteousness? and what com- 
munion hath light with darkness? 
And what concord hath Christ 
with Belial? or what part hath 
he that believeth with an infidel? 
And what agreement hath the 
temple of God with idols? for ye 
are the temple of the living God; 
as God hath said, I will dwell in 
them, and walk in them; and I 
wil] be their God, and they shall 
be my people. Wherefore come 
out from among them, and be ye 
separate, saith the Lord, and touch 
not the unclean thing; and I will 
receive you, And will be a Father 
unto you, and ye shall be my sons 
and daughters, saith the Lord 
Almighty.” 

Lodge Oath iSniste Forbidden 

5. Then the Bible clearly forbids 
the oaths which lodge members 
must take. In Matthew 5:34-37 
Jesus said: 

“But I say unto you, Swear not 
at all; neither by heaven; for it is 
God’s throne: Nor by the earth; 
for it is his footstool: neither by 
Jerusalem; for it is the city of 
the great King. Neither shalt 
thou swear by thy head, because 
thou canst not make one hair 
white or black. But let your com- 
munication -be,. Yea, yea; Nay, 
nay: for whatsoever is more than 
these cometh of evil.” 

No lodge member in the world 
has kept this command. @ 

In James 5:12 we are told: ‘‘But 
above all things, my brethren, 
swear not, neither by heaven, nei- 
ther by the earth, neither by 


any other oath: but let your yea 
re yea; and your nay, nay; lest 
ye fall into condemnation.” 

So the oaths required in every 
lodge degree are sinful and wick- 
cd and no Christian should take 
them. m 

You are a minister of the gos- 
rel. You have been saved by the 
blood of Christ. If you believe 
the Bible, then you should obey it 
tn this matter and come out from 
among the lodges.
